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3. Discussion: East Ariington Commerciai Area Sateiiite Parking 

Richard Fraiman, Capitol Theatre 
(postponed from 5/3/10 meeting) 

Laura Wiener, Planner, Sr. Planning and Redevelopment Dept., has been working with Richard Fraiman, owner of 
the Capitol Theatre regarding parking. Mr. Fraiman is asking the Board to consider making the parking lots at Hardy 
and Crosby Schools available for customer parking on Friday evenings and Saturdays. The lots could be used by 
both employees and customers on Friday night and Saturdays when parking is tightest. This could benefit both the 
businesses and the residents of East Arlington. They will publicize the availability of the spaces and monitor their 
use. 

As a pilot program Mr. Fraiman is proposing thatthe Capitol Theatre would payfor approximately 10 spaces atthe 
Hardy School for Friday and Saturday evenings for approximately 6 months. They would pay the Town $520 in 
revenue for the six months. 

Ms. Rowe stated she thought it was a wonderful use of town land. The Board ratified Mr. Fraiman’s proposal on a 
preliminary basis pending his presence atthe nextmeeting. Mrs. Mahon agreed with the idea and suggested Town 
Counsel prepare a contract agreement and have Mr. Fraiman come back atthe next meeting on June 21®^.

2. Presentation: Board of Youth Services AYCC FY 2011 Plans 

Christine Connelly, Director of Health & Human Services 
Lynn Horgan, Chair 

Lynn Horgan, Chairman of the Board of Youth Services, presented the Arlington Youth Consultation Center’s fiscal 
year2011 plans and asked forthe Selectmen’s continued support. Ms. Horgan outlined a plan for AYCC to become 
more financially self-sustaining and projected a $200,000 increase in revenue byfiscal year2016. The Board 
thanked the AYCC for an excellent presentation.

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New Business 

Mr. Sullivan - Forest Update 

Ms. Rowe stated that she is working with the Planning Dept, to identify areas for bus shelters along Massachusetts 
Avenue and stated that there will be a public hearing in Julyabout where the shelters should be built. 

Ms. Rowe stated that the Farmer’s Market has new hours this year. They will be at the Russell Common Lot every 
Wednesday afternoon from 2:00 p.m. to 6:30 p.m. 

Mrs. Rowe stated thata Public Meeting will be held at Town Hall on June 22^^^^ at7:00 p.m. to update the community 
on the current status of the Mass. Avenue Corridor Project. 

Ms. LaCourt congratulated Marie Meteer, Chairman of the Arlington Bridge the Gap, for all their work. The 
Committee set the initial goal at$1 Million. As oftodaythe Committee has raised approximately $550,000 and will 
most likely keep climbing with company matching programs yet to be sent in. 

Mrs. Mahon thanked the Bridge The Gap Committee and Mrs. Krepelka for the wonderful program last night at Town 
Hall. 

Mrs. Mahon stated that FEMAhas extended the final filing date for residents to submit an application for disaster 
assistance from the March storms to July 12**^ and asked the Town Manager if he knew when the deadline is for 
applying for Flood Insurance since the new FEMAMaps have been finali^d. 

Mrs. Mahon recommended that Ms .LaCourt work with the 5-Year Plan Committee as the Selectmen’s designee. 

The Committee will be presenting a final plan in the Fall. 

Mr. Hurd moved approval. SO VOTED (4-0) 

Mrs. Mahon stated that she will have a meeting at a future date with Town Counsel Rice, Moderator John Leone, 
Board Administrator Marie Krepelka , and Town Manager Sullivan 
regarding “a wrap up” of Town Meeting procedures. 

Mrs. Mahon stated that she would hold a joint meeting with the School Committee at the School Committee Room 
in the Fall. 

Mrs. Mahon stated thatthe Health Insurance Committee has been in contact with the Unions and maybe atour 
meeting on June 21®* they will putsomething before us. 

Mrs. Mahon stated thatthe Arlington High School Varsity Cheerleading Squad was chosen to participate in the 2011 
Gator Bowl Parade on New Year’s Day. Mrs. Mahon feels the Arlington Squad was chosen because of its premier 
program and dedication to it. 

Ms. Mahon stated thatshe has been working with Supt. Bodie to reinstate the program she had started years ago 
with Supt. Donovan and former Captain John Serson to have the lights at the high school stay on until 11:00 - 11:30 
p.m. atthe basketball courts, awayfrom any residences. The Sector5 carwill be stationed there until that officer 
receives a call. Aso, the Community Liaison and/or motorcycle patrol officer will be there until that officer gets 
called. 

Mr. Hurd thanked Mr. Sullivan for meeting with the Bike Committee and looks forward to the location of the bike 
signs in Arlington Center including signs prohibiting riding bikes on the sidewalk atour next meeting.
